there might not have beet mucl of error in many: 
parts of his conduct; all that hecould claim’ was, 
a fteady aod uniform endeavour f to. admini(ter the 
government of India as tomaké’t 2 fource of ad 
vantage and benefit to the Compmy at home, a:d 
of eafe and happinefs to thofe wh: lived under it a- 
broad. That he had fe done, he could afford 
ample proof; indeed; it might bt eftablifhed fufli- 
ciently by the evidence of thofe wineffes his accufer 
had the thane to give their teftimmy in fupport of 
the charges again{ft him. Mr Hatngs faid, he was 
aware that by thus ftandiog forwara, he migh¢ fur- 
nifh proof of his own mifconduét ; but if the trath 
were defirable to be known, he thought it better to 
be himfelf the fpeaker of it, evén though the ‘refult: 
thould be that it fhould tell againft him. After an 
exordium to this tendency and effe@, but of con-
